WHO’S THE DECIDER? 

LOLLA’S SEVERE WEATHER PLAN MAKES EMERGENCY DECISIONS A JOINT PROCESS

With 270,000 fans expected to swarm Grant 
Park this weekend for Lollapalooza, the 
city and the concert promoter have been 
working for months on a severe weather plan 
that anticipates wind, tornadoes, lightning 
and hail. 

The 2012 Lollapalooza Severe Weather 
Plan makes emergency decisions a joint pro- 
cess, declaring that “the internal decision to 
suspend festival activities and move patrons 
to a safe area rests with the {promoter} C3 
Presents partners, in conjunction with City of 
Chicago Public Safety Officials.” 

But the written plan is unclear on what 
would happen if the safety officials and the 
promoter are in conflict— a situation that can 
stifle quick decisions. That type of conflict 
helped lead to tragedy in the weather-related 
collapse of a stage structure last year in India- 
napolis. 

An independent expert who analyzed what 
happened at the Indiana State Fair, where 
seven concert-goers were killed, said there 
should be no ambiguity about who makes the 
final call in an emergency 

“It is not in the best interest of public 
safety to have ambiguity about who is respon- 
sible for the decision about whether the show 
should be delayed,” said Charlie Fisher of 
Witt Associates, which conducted an eight- 
month independent assessment of emergen- 
cypreparedness by the Indiana State Fair. 

“It should be very clear: ‘this is who is going 
to make the call’ and ‘this is how the call is go- 
ing to be made.’ ” 

Fisher said he was speaking generally about 
concert safety, without knowledge of the de- 
tails of Lollapalooza in Chicago. 

C3’s written weather plan for a music festi- 
val it runs in Austin, Texas, acknowledges that 
city officials would have final authority in any 


emergency something Lollapalooza’s weather 
plan does not do. 

Bands would not have a say in a weather 
evacuation of Lollapalooza in Chicago, but 
the promoter clearly does, according to the 
official plan. Delores Robinson, spokeswom- 


an for Chicago’s Office of Emergency Man- 
agement and Communications, said stopping 
or evacuating the concert would be “a joint 
decision, a collaborated decision between C3 
Partners and city of Chicago public safety of- 
ficials.” 


Melissa Stratton, director of news affairs 
for Chicago police, said that “should the need 
arise, the city will take whatever steps are nec- 
essary to ensure the safety of event attendees 
and residents, while working closely with the 
event organizers at every step.” 


Conflicting advice contributed to state fair tragedy

C3 spokeswoman Shelby Meade said that— 
even if it’s not in writing — C3 staff know that 
city public safety officials are the ultimate 
emergency decision-makers at Lollapalooza. 

But the advice of a state police captain to 
evacuate the grandstand at the Indiana State 
Fair initially went unheeded— despite the 
fact that the fairgrounds were under state 


police jurisdiction— because the state fair 
director and the band’s tour manager dis- 
agreed with the police recommendation. The 
conflict may have delayed evacuation of the 
Indiana State Fair grandstand Aug. 13 as high 
winds approached, and may have contributed 
to the seven deaths and more than 40 inju- 
ries that occurred when the stage structure 
toppled over into the audience. 


As the storm drew close, a report found, 
authorities on the ground gave conflicting 
advice. A state police captain wanted to evac- 
uate the grandstand. 

The tour manager for the band, Sugarland, 
which had a show planned in Iowa the follow- 
ing day wanted the concert to go forward. 

Without clear guidance on who should 
make the decision, Indiana State Fair direc- 


tor Cindy Hoye agreed to go forward with 
the concert, explaining later to investigators 
that “nobody is going to tell {the band} what 
to do.” 

A report found that by the time Hoye de- 
cided to defer to the police captain, it was too 
late. The structure collapsed as the fair direc- 
tor and police captain were on their way up to 
the stage to order an evacuation.

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SOME CHICAGO DRIVERS ARE KISSING THEIR CARS GOODBYE

When Aaron Wilson moved from car-crazed 
California to commuter-friendly Chicago to 
attend the University of Chicago, he traded 
his driver’s license for an Illinois state ID. 

“I can get everywhere I need to go either 
by public transportation or on my bike,” said 
Wilson, now 24, a research assistant who lives 
in Logan Square. “It’s really expensive to have 
a car. It’s something I can afford, but it would 
limit my ability to have a nicer apartment or 
not spend as much on food.” 

Once you factor in gas, maintenance, in- 
surance and other fees, it can cost anywhere 
from $5,700 to $9,800 ayear to own and drive 
a car 10,000 miles, depending on its size, ac- 
cording to AAA’s national estimates. 


In Chicago, drivers have to contend with 
higher gas prices, city stickers, parking me- 
ters and tolls. Don’t forget traffic congestion, 
the struggle to find parking and the constant 
threat of tickets. It all can be a headache for 
some drivers. 

Is the flexibility that a car offers really 
worth it? 

Maybe not, according to a recent report 
from the U.S. Public Interest Research Group 
Education Fund and the Frontier Group en- 
vironmental think tank. Drivers ages 16 to 34 
are driving less, as shown by a 23 percent drop 
in the annual number of vehicle-miles trav- 
eled from 2001 to 2009. At the same time, 
they are biking, walking and taking public 
transportation more often. Fewer Millennials 


had their driver’s licenses in 2010 than did in 
2000, according to the report. 

“The trend away from driving is dramatic, 
and it’s even more dramatic when you con- 
sider that trend is driven by young people,” 
said Brian Imus, director of the Illinois Public 
Interest Research Group. 

Getting a license at age 16 used to be con- 
sidered a rite of passage. Not for Alexandra 
Hill, 22, who lives in Andersonville. 

She took the driver’s ed classroom instruc- 
tion but didn’t feel like doing the behind-the- 
wheel driving at another school or privately 
since it wasn’t offered at her school. By the 
time she turned 18, she said, she felt like she 
never needed a license. 

“For the most part, I’ve been able to car- 


pool with people easily or take my bike and 
public transportation,” Hill said. She took the 
train or bus or caught rides with friends to get 
home from college in Champaign. 

There’s no denying a walkable and bike- 
friendly city like Chicago makes it easier to 
get around without a car. The CTA is acces- 
sible, and a selection of mobile apps make it 
more convenient with bus and train trackers. 

Chicagoans who switch from driving an 
average of 15,000 miles a year to riding pub- 
lic transportation can save $11,700 a year, 
according to the American Public Transpor- 
tation Association, which uses a calculation 
that includes a monthly transit pass, monthly 
unreserved parking space downtown and the 
AAA cost-of-driving formula. 

Geoff Dacanay 34, a legal specialist who 
lives in Bucktown, thought it’d be hard to give 
up his car. He now saves $200 a month on in- 
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surance, gas and other costs since selling his 
Mazda3 in December. 

“It takes a little bit more planning to do 
things,” he said, but “in the end, it’s freeing.” 

Dacanay rides the CTA to get to his West 
Loop office and admits he is dependent on a 
train schedule if he ventures to the ’burbs. 

“I’m pretty happy about it. ... I don’t fore- 
see any time in the near future that I would 
have to get another car,” Dacanay said. 

Automakers are attempting to change the 
minds of young drivers like Dacanay and en- 
tice young buyers by creating fuel-efficient, 
tech-sawy compact vehicles “designed for ur- 
ban environments,” the Chicago Automobile 
Trade Association said in a statement. The as- 
sociation’s Chicago Auto Show saw more than 
20 percent of its attendees this year between 
the ages 1 8 to 24. 

However, a variety of factors including high 


gas prices, maddening traffic and an uncertain 
economy are driving people to re-think their 
vehicle use, said Stephen Schlickman, ex- 
ecutive director of the Urban Transportation 
Center at the University of Illinois Chicago. 

“I’m encouraged,” he said. “I think it’s a 
good thing that the report has found an indi- 
cation that there is a shift in attitude among 
young people to support alternative forms of 
transportation. The congestion situation has 
shown it’s beyond our ability to manage.” 

The allure of cruising the open roads has 
faded, Imus said. “The new generation learn- 
ing to drive — they’re dealing with congestion 
and high gas prices and a lot of young people 
would rather be texting than driving. All 
this is leading younger people to drive less,” 
he said. “The open road doesn’t really exist 
anymore because we’re all stuck in traffic.”

Before you 
ditch your ride 


Chicago is an easy place to go car-free, 
said Jason Rothstein, author of “Carless 
in Chicago.” 

Before ditching the car, Rothstein, 40, 
of West Town, who has been car-free 
since 2006, gives a rundown of five 
things to consider. 

»Take a trial run ahead of time. Leave the 
car parked for a few days or weeks and 
try to go through your regular routine 
without it. It could be cheap if you bike 
or take public transportation or pricier if 
you sign up for a car-sharing service. 

» Consider whether it will be burden- 
some for you and other people involved, 
particularly for trips you take on a regular 
basis but not every day. For example, will 
someone have to pick you up from a train 


station when you visit your parents in the 
suburbs? 

» Run the numbers to find out what own- 
ing a car costs and what the savings would 
be if you didn’t have a car. Take into ac- 
count gas, depreciation, insurance, licens- 
ing and registration, tire replacement, 
maintenance and repairs. AAA provides a 
formula to calculate it: bit.ly/K94Px9. 

» Decide whether it’s realistic to be without 
a car. Ask yourself if you have mobility is- 
sues or feel comfortable taking a different 
mode of transportation. 

» Remember, it’s not a permanent deci- 
sion. If it doesn’t work, you can get a car or 
at least access to one through a car- 
sharing program. l.v.

Poker sites all in on ruling 


D NEW YORK Two online poker companies 
settled civil charges of illegal Internet 
gambling Tuesday in a deal that positions one 
of them to take over the assets of the other and 
to capitalize on the growing legalization of the 
U.S. market. 

The Department of Justice said it had bro- 
kered a deal in which Isle of Man-based Poker- 
Stars will acquire the assets of rival Full Tilt of 
Dublin and forfeit $731 million. The two com- 
panies, once the main online poker operators 
in the U.S., along with a third, Absolute Poker, 
were slapped with civil money laundering 
charges last year. 

The PokerStars forfeiture comprises 
$547 million payable over three years to reim- 
burse Full Tilt customers in the U.S., as well as 
$184 million representing all outstanding bal- 
ances owed to non-U.S. customers of Full Tilt, 
prosecutors said in a statement. 

The companies did not admit wrongdoing 
in the settlement. Mark Scheinberg, Poker- 
Stars’ chairman, said in a statement that the

company was “delighted” to resolve the case. 

Criminal charges against individual owners 
and employees of the gaming companies will 
continue. In April 2011, prosecutors accused 11 
owners and employees of the three companies 
of tricking regulators and banks into processing 
billions of dollars of illegal Internet gambling 
proceeds. 

Prosecutors on Tuesday also announced they 
had entered into a proposed settlement with 
Absolute Poker, which called for it to forfeit 
assets to the government. That deal must be 
approved by U.S. District Judge Leonard Sand 
in Manhattan, who has overseen the civil cases 
against the three companies.

Some of Newark’s 
best pizzerias have 
about as much charm 
as a bus station: They’re 

small, tiled and totally un-decorated. Armitage Pizzeria seems 
to stick to the same utilitarian aesthetic with a matchbook-size 
Lincoln Park storefront that barely has room for one table and 
a soda cooler. But behind the largely take-out (and cash-only) 
operation is one seasoned pizza maker with a bona fide East 
Coast upbringing: James Spillane, the former co-owner of 
Coalfire in West Town. While Coalfire uses a (duh) coal oven to 
heat its Neapolitan pies, Armitage Pizzeria is all about the New 
York City style: a thin, dry 14-inch crust with basic toppings 
and melted, gooey cheese— plus the option to buy by the slice 
($2.50). Could Armitage Pizzeria put out pies to rival the Big 
Apple? This New Jersey native stopped in with high hopes. 


The crust 

As Spillane wheeled the pizza cutter through the pie, I heard 
the promising crack of the thin crust. From the first bite all 
the way to the edge of the crust, the slice’s base remained 
crispy but not cracker-thin. Spillane uses a gas oven to bake 
the pies, which produces a drier crust than a coal or wood 
oven. The rim of the pizza had a few bubbly, charred blisters, 
but not so many as to create giant air pockets. And yes, each 
slice is successfully foldable. 

The sauce 

New Y)rk pizzas don’t get too crazy with toppings, so the 
ratio of sauce to cheese is paramount. Armitage Pizzeria 
spreads its sauce on the thinner side, which was fine by me. 


It’s not an especially spicy or flavorful sauce, so better to use 
it as a conduit for the cheese and toppings. 

The toppings 

I pulled a slice from a whole pie and watched as the cheese 
just ... kept ... stretching. The melted mozzarella isn’t over- 
shadowed by the sauce, making the standard cheese pie ($11) 
a study in simple pleasures. There are only a few topping 
combos — the standard white pizza ($12), sausage ($13), and 
meat trio of Italian sausage, pepperoni and salami ($14)— but 
there is also the option to mix and match meat and veg- 
etables from a short list. The best part of the meat pie was 
the crumbled bits of Italian sausage that become caught in 
the cheese like a spider’s web, with just the lightest sheen of 


surface grease that reminded me of a NYC street slice. 

Other stuff 

While you could squeeze two or three people around the sole 
table, Armitage Pizzeria clearly has a take-out focus. Three 
salads ($6), three calzones ($9) and a fridge of soda round out 
the compact menu. 

Bottom line 

These pies are an exception to the claim that the secret to 
East Coast pizza is New Y)rk tap water. From the stripped- 
down interior to the owner’s accent to the satisfyingly thin 
slices, Armitage Pizzeria is definitely legit in my book.

Is the iPod over?

The iPod’s days could be numbered. 

Sales figures are not promising. Last quar- 
ter, Apple sold just 6.8 million iPods— a 
io percent drop from the same quarter last 
year. While that is more than the 4 million 
Macs the company moved in the same time 
period, it is just a drop in the bucket com- 
pared with the 26 million iPhones and 17 mil- 
lion iPads it sold in the same quarter. 

In a statement released to the media last 
week, Apple CEO Tim Cook ignored iPods 
completely saying, “We’re thrilled with record 
sales of 17 million iPads in the June quarter. 
We’ve also just updated the entire MacBook 
line, will release Mountain Lion tomorrow 
and will be launching iOS 6 this fall. We are 
also really looking forward to the amazing 
new products we’ve got in the pipeline.” 

And as Louis Ramirez at Deal News points 
out, the iPod hasn’t had a major refresh in two 
years. 

Apple currently has four iPods on the mar- 
ket— the iPod touch, which starts at $199, 
the iPod Nano that starts at $129, the iPod 
Shuffle, which sells for a mere $49, and the
